The Tobacco manufacturing /Indus* 
try of the United SUtes, judged by the 
statltsttcs representing tho production 
Ip the various lines, for th^ first month 
of the current year, is tai^a nourishing 
condition at the present time. Every 
branch of the industry shows an In- 
crease In output compared with the 
9orrespondtatK month last year, with 
the single exception of 'small olgsrs, 
and the Government's collections from 
the sale Of revenue stamps were ex- 
ceeded but twice previously, last Octo- 
ber and November respectively. Clff- 
arettea continue to lead the industry 
In output and the January record in- 
dicates that production tends steadily 
upward. The internal revenue oblTeo- 
tlons during January from cigarette 
sources constituted nearly half the to- 
tal amount collected from all sources 
and exceeded the revenue from large 
cigars and manufactured tobacco. The 
prediction Is freely made in tobacco 
circles that production In all lines will 
continue to mount during 1920, which 
is confidently expected to be a banner 
year. The total collectlono f Internal 
revenue from all sources on tobacco 
products In the United States during 
the month of .January, 1920, was $24,- 
852,799.0», an increase over the corre- 
sponding month last year of |11,961,- 
139.76. or !>3 per cent. The total col- 
lections for seven months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year ended with Jatiuary, 
IflL'O. amounted to $1C8,5«,831^, as 
against ?!i!M47.42(.8t> for the corro- 
siionding period of the last fiscal year, 
making an increase of |69,397.40.l':4S, 
or V per cent,

The capacity of a stlo Is usually esti- 
mated on. the baala of 40 pounds to the 
cubic toot The actual amount of si- 
lage In a alio dependa largely apon the 
condition of the aUage when It la put 
Into the alio and the extent to Which It 
la packed. Prof. A. ^ Haaoker says 
that he has seen a 16xS2-foat alio ex- 
ceed lU estimated capacity by 20 tons, 
and that, on the other hand, he has 
seen silage put In very dry and with 
little packing that would lack 80 or 
40 per cent et weighing out to the 
estimated amount To And the cubic 
feet In a silo, multiply the aquare of 
the diameter by 7864 and this by the 
height Thia divided by ,60 will give 
the number of tons the silo will hold.
